Waildron, of Varsity, somewhat sur 
prised the spectators at the Tntcrcollcg 
ia'e Swimming Meet last night by break 
ing the Canadian record lor the lonj 
plunge. Waklron won his event with - i 
distance of 71 feet 3 inchest which is 
a considerable improvement over records 
set in the Y. M. C. A. tank here. 

The 'first race was the fifty yards 
.-peed, in which Jiiii Ross of Med. '2-1 
came in au easy first with his stead> 
stroke, followed in itum by Kccflcr and 
Kyle. 

In the 50 yards hack stroke Fjsl 
touched the finishing mark after a hard

TWO 
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SECTIONALISM 



Sectionalism would seem to be approaching an extreme point 
around McGill. This phase of our college life, as exemplified by 
the existence of numerous clubs formed for the purpose of main- 
taining and promoting any ties that may connect those coming 
from the same part of the country, is worthy of consideration by 
the student body. Such organizations undoubtedly cater to a senti 
mental trait prevalent in all of us; more than, -that they serve i 
much more practical purpose at the begihnihg.of the university 
session, when through their secretaries and executives the incom 
ing Freshmen are enabled to get into toitch with those with whom 
they have something in common and thus to find a palliative for 
that feeling of being absolutely and hopelessly out of their clement 
A further benefit of such societies is that, due to the fact that they 
; are in a state of organization, their members are to that extent 
favorably situated to bring the advantages of a college course, as 
given at McGill, before the various districts to which they return 
in the summer months, and to refer to that especial sectional club 
as, a means by which a prospective undergraduate may retain his 
connections with those of his locality likewise aspiring to a degree. 
For these reasons, then, fndeavors to foster a spirit of sectionalism 
merit a legitimate support. 

That McGill men have given these efforts their good will, is 
I a statement that requires no unusual comment; sectional club affairs 
have gained an enviable reputation for spontanicty, fellowship and 
general success. They fulfill a need in college activities. Up to 
this point there appears to be very little ground for the assertion 
made at the commencement of this article that sectionalism is being 
carried to extremes at McGill. However, this- scems to be wcl 
borne out by tjic many suggestions current regarding the formation 
jjubf additional groups of a similar character. The present clubs are 
attending to the requirements of the university in a manner which 
;. could not be aided by any new organizations which would tend to 
|S#lijijna|è>£he interest which now attaches to the %yàl*mentionèd and 
vhich would not necessarily be transferred to the latter. 

Too much sectional spirit is apt to mean less McGill spirit; 
l)oth have their rightful spheres. . Any attempts to push sectionalism 
beyond its proper station would culminate in no good to McGill and 
no. beneficial result to the sectional organizations.

A WESTERN VIEW 

In the modern state university there 
are to be recognized three main func- 
tions; first, that which relates lio the 
instruction of the properly qualified stu- 
dents attending the regular courses of 
fercd by the umversitly ; second, that 
of carrying on original investigation oi 
research, in a word post graduate work ; 
and, 4hird that cti disseminating useful 
knowledge to all classes of die com 
inunity, adapting it, in so doing, U 
their requirements as far as is practic- 
able. 

The first function is naturally that ti 
which a university must devote its car 
1y effects. It might be questioned whe 
titer live second should be undertak- 
en to any extent save in the older and 
, v/caknicr institutions. But the third 
function is of great importance to the 
state university, since through its exer- 
cise tlie university serves not only the 
youth— the more favored youth— Jbut, ii 
the ideal condition, the entire popula 
tion of the .province. It is this third 
function which is usually -spoken of as 
an extension work, 

Though in any discussion of the work 
. of a .provncial university, the value o 
extension work, would be readily ad 
witted, if only on 'the lowest ground o. 
• 'As being an effective method of win 
ning wide interest and therefore genera! 
financial support, the extent to which h 
is actually developed varies widely. No 
: where fn Canada docs this effort to take 
the University to the people who can 
net come to it, reach anything like th 
development it . has attained in one o 
• •he states to the south of us — Wiscor 
' i. bhat st2te which in so many rcspec 
"mbies Manitoba. 

Perhaps the simplest way in whi-c 
::ve some idea of what there is to b( 
' od for in Manitoba from an adequate 
•î'apmcnt of the extension service of 
- University, woulîl be to . outlim 
i'?fly what is being accomplish 
hi Wisconsin. The work of the Univ- 
i ïy is a.proached somewhat closely b; 
rt of several others of the state Univ 
«litres in the middle west, and is not at 
■ill beyond the achievement of our own 
University, if a live interest on the pan 
elf the Alumni fostered its growth 
Under tire Wisconsin system, the exten- 
sion department is considered one of the

regular branches of the University, 
is called the Extra-Mural College, and 
the seven co-ordinate colleges 



is one of 

of the University, with a dean and fac- 
ulty of its own. The work is carried on 
in four departments, the names of which 
indicate the outstanding features of their 
work. 



1. The Correspondence- Study. 

2. Instruction by Lectures. 

.5. Debating and Public Discussion. 

4. General Information and Welfare. 

Of the first department it is necessary 
to say only a word. It is the system 
which Queen's University lias made well- 
known to this western country, under 
which people who wish to proceed to a 
University degree are' enabled to do so 
without being actually in attendance itf 
ectures. 

But the people who are interested in 
.md who long for the assistance di a 
University, comprise many hundreds 
who have no expectation and perhaps no 
'esirc of proceeding to a University dc 
rce. For these, the second, third and 
'mirth departments do their work. The 
ccond department deals with the 
;iir,plest form of extension work, some 
-udiments of which will be found in con- 
lection with any modern University. It 
■nay be divided into two pants, the first 
being scries of Hectares or short courses 
r or people resident in the same commun- 
ity as the University, or coming to the 
University for a short period; and a 
-.eries of single lectures, or course of 
lectures,' given at points ouirsidc the 
University centre. Under the Wisconsin 
•ystcin this department not only offers 
'ecturcs elf University standard in a 
wide variety of subjects, but provides 
■lso concerts and recitals with the defin- 
ite purpose of developing higher stand- 
ards in relation to public entertainments. 

The aim of tire third department is 
•o arouse and stimulate among all clas- 
■s of public opinion an important social, 
•ducational, educational and political 

-oMems. In pursuit of this aim the 
>vtension college maintains a rending li- 
' i-ary of books, slides and films, issues 
' -tllctins, and keeps in touch with civic, 
'armcr's, women's and school clubs, as 
"ell as libraries and a host of other or- 
inizations. It it said that there is no 
' nid of club drafting a programme for 

winter's work which will not find as- 
• : stancc for it ait this coMcge. Several or- 
ganizations in Manitoba have not been 
low to avail themselves bif this service 
which is given to those outside Wiscon- 
sin for a small fee.

DES PITE GR EAT SHOWING 

Red and White Drops Heart-breaking contest to Toronto by 
Score of 6 to 1— McGUI Outplayed Rivals in First Two 
Periods— Held 4 to 2 Lead Over Varsity in Second Period 
— Blue and White Took Advantage of All the Breaks — 
Anderson and Flanagan Performed Brilliantly — Somer- 
ville Starred for Toronto.

Although displaying (lie finest form 
of ithc 'Season, and clearly outplaying 
tlioir rivaS'S in the first two iperiods of 
the intercollegiate hockey match ■ last 
i.-'ght, the McGill sexKcttc found the 
breaks of -the game too great a handicip 
and were forced to bow 'before the in- 
vading Varsity team in a heartbreaking 
struggle which ended with the Toronto 
outfit on the long ciid of a 6-4 score. By 
defeating McGill the Blue and While 
clinched the Intercollegiate chainpion- 
liip of Eastern Canada. A crowd of 
over 4000 spectators witnessed the eon- 
tot. 

The McGill team on their showing last 
night certainly incri'.ed better 'treatment 
at the hands of fate. During the first 
forty minutes of play the Red ami White 
forwards played rings around the vis- 
itors and up until the middle of the se- 
cond session when the score sr.ood 4 2 
in favor of McGiM il looked like a run- 
away for the local boys. Their team- 
work was faultless and the wings con- 
tinually had their eyes on 'the net. The 
four McGill goals, contributed in equal 
portions by Anderson and Flanagan 
were all beautiful pieces of work and 
nvrc wdîl earned. Anderson's goals 
were both scored on bullct-'like shots 
from just outside defence which the 
Toronto gcal keeper never had a chance 
of stopping. Flanagan's pair of count- 
ers came as the result of spectacular 
stickhandling by the McGill veteran. 
Once Flin went through himself and 
with three men holding on to him he 
broke case and beat Langtry, and on 
the second occasion he received a pass 
from Anderson and cleverly fooled ".he 
Blue and White defensive trio.
